cause* it to dry quickly, and gives 
it that fresh appearance peculiar to a 
new-laid ejtg. If the water hurts their 
keeping quality, I have never heard of 
it. This testimony, probably, hax little 
value, as my egg* get into consumers' 
hands before they have time to upoil. 
A few years ago, 1 ailed a few gla*a 
fruit cans with egg*, and then nlled 
the cans with sterilized water at a 
temperature of 155 degrees, sealing im* 
mediately. Eggs thus treated in Dee- 
t'Uiber were in perfect condition after 
four months. The rno»t expert candler'j 
I could find in the city said that they 
would paag anywhere for new-laid 
eggs, and Dr. W. E. Douglass, of Mid- 
dletown, to whom I sent gome, had 
them poached for his dinner table, 
and said that no one at his table could 
tell them from new-laid eggs. The 
shells were in perfect condition so far 
as we could see. and the air cells 
smaller, if anything, than in a new- 
laid egg. I also tried some in the same 
way during the summer, but the wa- 
ter and eggs soon became tainted. 
From this I concluded that, although 
as stated in the New York Produce 
Review, "wet egga noon decay in wet 
weather," the cause is found in the 
"warm weather" and hot In the "wet 
eggs." 
Keep Eggs Dry.—The New* York 


Produce Review is right Eggs cer- 
tainly are injured by washing. They 
will not keep so well or hatch so well 
as unwashed eggs. At least such has 
been my experience. The best that 
can be done for'a soiled egg is to wipe 
it with a dry cloth: and, if the matter 
is important, carefully rasp.the thick- 
est of the dirt off with coarse sandpa- 
per. If an egg is Washed in either 
cold or warm water, it will be noticed 
at once that the "bloom" has disap- 
peared, and a careful egg-buyer would 
at once pronounce it a stale egg. If 
only the fourth part of an egg shell 
Is unsbiled, that part will show that 
the egg is fresh, because the "bloom" 
will be there. If you want 'eggs to 
keep well or hatch well I would ad- 
vise you to keep them out of water. 
Don't even rub them with a damp 
cloth. Keep them dry.

A K«ir Seal* In««ct. 


Another new scale insect Is described 


in the Canadian Entomologist by Prof. 
Cofkerell of the New-Mexico Experi- 
ment Station. He hns named it Aspi- 
diotns clearness!, in honor of the dis- 
coverer, Mr. J. Dearness of London. 
The insects were found on bearberry, 
near the shore of Lake Huron. -They 
pretty thickly vcover the stem of the 
plant, jmottling' it with gray and or- 
auge.
